The following is Mr.Stone's last speech which was presented to a Principal's forum in September of 2007 
"KEEPER'S OF THE WATCH" 


Good morning fellow colleagues. I am honored, having been asked to speak to you today 


Across this nation, educators’ like all of us, will gather between August and September to propose a gos за start for 


the beginning of the new school year. With the accomplishments that many districts will have cause to celebrate, 
each new school year begins with the prevailing mantra to continue working tow ards increasing student academic 
achievement, and to implentment creative strategies to get the work done. 


This year, we begin with the knowledge that Newark Public School's has sucessfully garnered local control of some 
kev areas; and for that we should all be proud, but we still have work to do. We continue to be confronted with 
several key obstacles that negatively impact student achievement, and according to national statistics, we are not 


alone. 

When Vvgostsky, whose ideas influenced a "social constructivist" apporach to education wrote, that “Education 
should help us act to improve our human situation,” he was not confronted with the divergent social ills of the 21st 
century. The issue of his time, while differing in scope, probably presented with just as much urgency as we are 


experiencing today. 


While we are preparing for the reopening of schools, we do so under a lamenting banner of grief, resulting from the 
recent killing of four Newark youth. Let us pause for a moment.....in recognition of their lost lives. 


[n centuries past, great leaders and thinkers along the eduational cotinuum, wrestled with the difficult issues and 
questions of their day, and in the moment that was theirs, some with robust intent, became the watchmen of 


their time. 


With fortitude of thought, and aggressive action, their footprints are rooted firmly on the roadmaps of mankind, and 
if history is their witness, their watchful acumen heralds them as the change agents of their time. 


NOW....this moment is ours [his is our time to 
champion....THIS is our watch. 


Once in a while We care challenged by a great opportunity 
working on Urban schools. 


While ours today....is a great challenge....we are presented with an even greater opportunity. 
We still have an opportunity to change lives. 


Our task is to employ a unique blend of instruction and positive interaction, focusing on the premise that our 
students.....already have within them what it takes to succeed.

As a keeper of Ше watch......] have tried to help them navigate the academic highway, reinforcing the idea that 
Education can be the road map to their dreams. 


It has been my experience that no matter how big or small the aspiration it's the passion for the endeavor that 
sow the seeds of possibility.
